The place was completely destroyed and 
the punishment of the people was, as Cap- 
tain Holland remarked in bis report, “of such 
a character as to satisfy the whole world that 
the United States have the power and deter- 
mination to enforce the reparation and respect 
due them as a government in whatever quar- 
ter the outrages msy be committed.” 

THE MASON AND SLIDEL AFFAIR. 


During the war of the rebellion no event 
outside of the incidents of the war itself, 


solely accepting the assassination of Presi- 
dent Linco!n, caused such widespread excite- 
ment as the seizure of Messrs.Mason and Sli- 
dell.

Cespedes, 
wife of the President of free Cuba—herself 
and two children living on charity—has come 
to me with tears in her great black eyes, in| 
behalf of thirteen boys and girls, made fath- 
erless by Spanish butchery. Tell them that

This extreme cold weather 
coming so early will protract the picking 
season, and cause some of the cotton to be 
lost. When the price is high every particle 
is saved,no matter how poor, as it pays to 
save it, but when the price is low, as it is 
now, much of it is left on the ground to rot. 
The indications of the weather for the next: 
month are, quite cold, with snow and rain. 
We may not have much pleasant weather in 
December to save the cotton thatis still in 
the fields. 

NEW YORK. 
The market has been held firm most of the 
week, Sales of spot cotton 10,330 bales, 
with a rise of # of a cent in the price. 
Contracts opened weak, but since have been 
steady and advancing. Sales 110,000 bales, 
with a rise of about one cent a pound. 
Closing quict, atan advance of 24 to 3 cents 
above the lowest prices on the 6th instant. 
The reasons are about the same as we gave 
last week; added to which is the gale of 
wind, and the extremely cold weather of 
this week, which, it is supposed, will inter- 
fere with saving the remnant of the crop 
still in the field.

The Political Revolution. 


President Grant’s popular majority one 
year ago was 702,271. Elected by a larger 
majority than any of his predecessors since 
Washington's time, supported by decisive 
msjorities in both Houses of Congress, with 
a Supreme Court in sympathy with him, and 
with his frienda in powerin twenty-six of 
the thirty-seven States, he seemed invincible, 
and wasso proclaimed. Twelve months have 
elapsed since the administration victory. The 
scandals of the Salary Grab, the Credit Mo- 
bilier Grab and the Federal interference in 
local affairs were followed by a financial 
crisis, trought on by the blunderiny financial 
policy of the Government. The result has 
been astounding. Not an election has_ been 
held in 1873 which has not been a Democratic 
victory, or shown an extraordioary falling 
off in the Republican vote. The first rever- 
sal of the Presidential verdict occurred in Con- 
necticut. A Democratic Governor was elected 
in aState which a few months before gave 
Grant an overwhelming majority. Oregon 
followed in June, changing it3 political com- 
plexion entirely. In October the Republi- 
can stronghold of Ohio .went over to the 
Democracy, and lowa was nearly captured 
by the Democrats in conjuaction with their 
farmer allies. The tide which had set in so 
steadily in the spring had become an irresist- 
ible flood in November, and New York, Illi- 
nois, Wisconsin, Kansas, and Virginia were 
swept from their Republican moorings’ 
Everywhere the administration has met with 
defection, disaster, or utter defeat.

WEATHER. 


This week we have had very cold weather 
for the season—one day the thermometer 
indicating 18 degrees at 7 a.m., and 82 at 
noon. This extreme cold is just one month 
earlier than last year. We had a very high 
wind three days, and one night a terrific gale, 


which caused much destruction to buildings, 


At this time of the year it is not expected 
that the price of cotton will advance sudden- 
y- But we do expect the price to be 
fifteen cents again in this city before 
the end of January. Most thinking 
Men like to have reasons for opinicns. So 
we will state the reasons why we think cotton 
has seeutits lowestiprice, and why we think 
the price may generally advance for nearly 
two :nonths to come, and then, if it should 
touch 15 cents in the interior, there would be 
such a general selling out by the farmers 
that the receipts will increase rapidly, and we 
may have lower prices egain in February and 
March, as is almost always the case, every 
year. But to the reasons. The talk of war with 
Spain and theextcnsive preparations in our 


navy yards causes the gold premjum to be 
excited. In case of a war with Spain, the 


premium on gold would quickly be run up 
to 25 per cent-, and everything, cotton 
especially, would feel its effect. We hardly 
think there will beany trouble ; but the fear 
of it helps the price of gold; and makes the 
bears in cotton afraid to be much short. 

Cotton has a strong undertone, as is shown 
by the firm manner in which it is held, 
under small sales. The rates of freight to 
Liverpool have been very high, but are now 
falling ; and as this sudden and extreme cold 
has frozen up the Erie Canal, the competi- 
tion of grain will be in a creat measure with- 
drawn from the freights, thus causing them 
to fall still lower. 


Sterling Exchange is advancing, and, as 
money becomes easier, it will contjnue to 
advance until it will be selling at par, which 
is ahout 9 1-4 per cent. Assoon as our cot- 
ton mills are fully assured that the trouble is 
all over, they will enter the market to lay in 
a stock of cotton for the spring and summer 
Spinning. In fact, we hear they have quite 
large orders at the South now, which are be- 
ing filled. As early asthe first of January, 
allthe mills that make summer goods, will 
start up fuil time, to supply the demand for 
those goods. This general starting up must 
give confidence to holders of cotton, and 
cause them to advance the rates, 

The New Orieans Cotton Exohange have 
issued their report; estimating the present 
crop at 3,500,000 bales; and although they 
missed it last year about three quarters of a 
million, still this small crop report will 
naturally have its effect, until it is proven to 
be too small by an increase of the receipts 
which is not likely to come until the rivers 
of the West are in good boating order, and 
the price rises; so that farmers will be will- 
ing sellers, at about 15 to 16 cents. 


All fear of any further trouble in money 
matters is over for the present in Europe. 
And as the stocks of American cotton are 
smal! on the continent, it is likely those 
spinners may be willing buyers at about pre- 
sent prices. We expect the price for Ameri- 
can cotton in Liverpool to have rather an 
advancing than a declining tendency for two 
months tocome. For the past five years the 
price of spot cotton has risen every year in 
January, and every year in December, except 
in 1870, during the French and German war 
and also the prospect of a very large crop 
Whilst this winter, if we have a war with 
Spain, and other countries are not involved, 
it will tend to help the price of cotton, in- 
stead of injuring it. Also, it is not likely 
that our crop wib turn out above the maxi- 
mum estimate of 4,250,000, and may fall be- 
low it. The want of space prevents this 
articie being of the usual length. 


PROSPECTS. 


If we wereshortof cotton we would cover 
the next dull spell, as we would not care to

[A voice—‘but he busted all t’other 
banks. <Applause.] Nary time. You ail 
made & run on ’em and busted ’em your~ 
selves. Now, fellow workmen, we've got our 
blood up and are excited and can’t think and 
act like good, sensible, law-abiding men. 
We can’t squeeze blood out of turnips. [f 
we cculd restore confidence and business and 
plenty of work and good pay by doing any- 
thing to Bogus Bubble, why, I'd be in favor 
of riding him on a rail; but it won’t do any 
good.

‘Like Baim in

CAMBRIDGE, ILL., November 16, 1874, 
Editors Constitution ; I received @ copy of your 


paper last evening and it wasto me like “balm in 
Gilead,” not only from its intrinsic merit, but from 
circumstances which I will now relate. I was born 


in Fulton connty, notfar north of Atlanta, where I 
lived until the death of my parents. When they died I 
was but 9years of age, and there were six of as left 
alone tobe scattered overthe earth. I was taken to 
his house by Mr, John L. Abernathy, with whom I 
lived until the war broke out. I went into the army, 
and camped in Atlan‘a and afterwards one or twe 


miles sonth, near Colonel Reid’s residence.

office.

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Busi nese Prospects, : 


Business during the week has been brisk. Collec- 
tions continue goed, and merchants are cheertul. The 
secret of the improvement in basiness is that people 
are beginning to Jet loose their grasp at their greon- 
backs. A man who has abundance of money at his 
command can do a great deal of good to the commn- 
nity by putting that money in Cifgulation, or infinite 
harm by hoarding it up. Ove man in atlanta has 
been the means of increasing the good feeling and 
cheerfullness of mechanics, merchanta and profes- 
sional men, by lettir g his money ont. Not by giving 
it away but by using it legitimately in trade. The 
cotton trade has largely increased by his course, and 
while he may have netted a coo] $100,v00, he has giv- 
en life to every branch of trade. Don’t hoard your 
money or your produce. Put the one in circulation 
and se)] the other. 

Pay your debts as ‘rapidly as possible, and in the 
course of business, it will come back to you. 

The New York Bulietin of Thursday thus spesks 
encouragingly of the outlook : 

“From a)most every quarter comes some cheering 
sign. The worst seems now to have passed, and im- 
provement appears to have set in. The Eouthern 
cotton marketsare becoming active, through the aid 
of British orders. At the Western cities collections 
are more satisfactory. and borrowers are lees numer- 
ous, while some Nationa] banks have begun to dis- 
count quite liberally for their customers. At Cincin- 
nati the banks are receiving large amounts from ma- 
turing paper, though they have not as yet felt able to 
materially extend their lines of discount. A consid- 
erab.e increase of depositingand checking indicates 
greater animation in business. In Pitteburg the col. 
lections from Western debtors ara yielding a steady 
inflax of money, which is strengthesing the banks 
against the fears excited a feW days ago. At Cleveland 
the feeling is decidedly better, and loans are easier to 
obtain. At Chicago, though little or no money is to be 


had on long leans, and the market is 
tight, there is more to be had than ten 
days ago. In Boston more than & 


mulion pounds of wool were gold last week, mainly 
by manu factarers, which indicates that the factories 
are not Jikely tobe stopped for long. In nearly all 
branehes af tradc in the latter city a hopeful feeling 
appears, end a reaction in prices appearsto have be- 
gun. The purchases on Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas acconaot, though probably not as large as usual, 
seem likely to mitigate the duliness <f retail trade; 
and if the rallroad dividends and interest are 
promptly paic at the beginning of the new year, we 
may then begin an upward movement on @ sounder 
basis than we bave kaown for years.”’ 
‘‘Jobbers are receiving their remittances with in- 
creased regularity, and are in turn able to liquidate 
their indebtedness to manufacturers and their agents 
with due promptitude. There has been a decided im- 
provement in the sale of mercantile paper, although 
names of dry goods houses are still subjected toa 
rigid scrutiny. 

“The market for cotton goods was very much ex- 
cited and feverish, The commission houses thought 
it unnecessary to interfere with current prices, unless 
ina few exceptional cases, where reductions were 
made, but the agents have resolved to take some con- 
certed action in relation to the re-establishment of 
values on a new basis, a proceeding which can now be 
effected with comparative ease, owing to the very 
small stocks held by the jobbers and the greatly cur- 
tailed production, 

A large shrinkage of values hag become no‘iceable 
ia almost every department, the most staple fabrics 
alone being held at the opening prices of the eea- 
802, 

* A careful canvass of the market raveals the fact 
that despite the extreme dul)ness which has ruled for 
the last two months, thesupply of imported goods in 
first hands has become reduced to a very small sggre- 
gate amount. [British fabrics are unusually scarce, 
and but one or two importers (who wou!d not submit 
to the current auction rates) have any material stock 
of Centicental productions, apart from piece silks, 
velvsts and ribbons, and even of these goods there is 
no great surplusege of really detirabie makes and 
etyles.”’
